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MORE HONOR TO CHAM BERLIN. 


If President Coolidpe or Congress cannot find so me way 
to give Pilot Clarence Chamberlin a national honor, th e 
country will be shamefully passing up one of the b est and 
most courageous aviators that ever put on flying clo th es. 
This plea is not made through sympathy for a man wh o se 
misfortunes might be considered as due to so me strange jinx, 
but through a sincere desire to see simple justice done to a 
man of unlimited courage who deserves a better deal than 
he has been given. 
Sticking to an expedition which for weeks was threatened 
by strife among its backers and workers, Chamberlin pulled 
it through, broke the world’s record for non-stop distance 
flying, carrying a passenger who was neither pilot nor navi­ 
gator. He flew through almost as much fog and bad weath­ 
er as Lindbergh encountered. 
His were thd steadying hand 
and the cool head that made the expedition what it was. 
The brilliancy of his achievement has been dimmed by 
the suits which the government has threatened to institute 
against Levine for carrying mail without authority, and for 
investigation of war junk contracts, with which Chamberlin 
had nothing to do. 
Topical of the undeserved cold shoulder which Chamber­ 
lin has received is the War Department’s sorry finding that, 
the best it can offer Chamberlin is a commission as second 
lieutenant in the reserve corps. 
The offer amounts practic­ 
ally to insult, for Chamberlin won a commission in IS) 17, and 
was an instructor at Kelly and McCook fields all through the 
war. 
Still the War Department claims that it cannot offer 
him a flying cross because he is not a member of either the 
militia or the organized reserve. 
This is shabby treatment. 
If a special act of Congress is 
required to give this man due honor, by all means let’s have 
that special act in a hurry. 


NO SA N TA CLAUS IN HOLLYW OOD. 


The little girl who some years ago wrote to a New Yo rk 
editor asking if there really was a Santa Claus received edi­ 
torial assurances that have since become part o f th e classic 
literature of hope and optimism. 
A little girl who recently wrote to a casting director in 
Hollywood asking if there was hope for a job in moviedom 
has received advice to stay at home. 
The casting director’s 
letter, made public in a movie distributors’ magazine, is lit­ 
erature of dark despair, but it deserves lasting fame, none 
the less. 
“ There are 18.000 men, women and children in Hollywood 
looking for work in the movies,” writes the casting director, 
who then gives figures to show that only 710 of them can b e 
used on an average day, and that few of the 18,000 make 
$25 a week. 
“ If it is riches you seek,” writes the director, “ you will 
have a better chance if you bet all your money in a 50 to 1 
shot at the races. If you want fame, jump o!T the Brooklyn 
bridge. 
^ ou have a better chance to land safely than you 
have to become a moving picture star. 
“ No matter what other profession you choose, you will 
have a better chance to gain the top in it than you will in 
motion pictures, 
dry banking, or surgery, or singing, or 
engineering, or living— anything will give you a better re­ 
turn on your investment than a camp aig n to try to b eco me 
a movie actor, because in no other profession is the co mp e­ 
tition so g reat.” 
In Hollywood, it seems, there is no Santa Claus, and the 
Booner the fact becomes nationally known, the sooner will 
ambitious youngsters settle down to useful labor and find 
happiness.
